A cat can't just be dumped in the car and 
expected to be a good traveler. First he 
must be broken to traveling. If you can start 
with a kitten you have a considerable ad- 
vantage. but a mature cat needs only to 
overcome his shyness and become used to 
the noise and the motion. Start by sitting in 
the car with him. Stroke his fur until he 
purrs and knows there is nothing to be 
afraid of. 








He will want to explore the car thoroughly 
from front to back. If he finds his favorite 
bed that smells just like him and a choice 
toy or two on the rear shelf, he will feel 
more at home. Only after he has become ac- 
customed to the car itself is it advisable to 
start the motor and begin the re-assuring 
process again. When he no longer minds the 
noise, or the motor stopping and starting. he 
is ready for his first short trips. Perhaps just 
around the block at first. To prevent car 
sickness. don’t expect him to tavel on a full 
stomach. Breaking him in gradually with 
short jaunts and frequent stops and an oc- 
casional tid bit of his favorite food will help 
him to lose his fears. The sounds of other 
cars, trucks, horns will scare him at first. 
No cat likes loud noises, but hang to him 
tightly when he starts to run for cover and 
pet him and he will soon be a seasoned 
traveler. 


It is advisable for any traveling cat to 
wear a collar. Cat collars can be purchased, 
but the lighter the weight the better. Kitty 
will never even know he has a collar on that 
is made from dressmaker's tape and fastened 
with a gripper fastener. Print your name, 
address and telephone number plainly with 
waterproof ink around the collar. He will 
need a leash, also. A ball of stout string with 
a safety pin for fastening it around the collar 
will serve the purpose admirably and will be 
so light he will not realize he is attached 
to anything. The purpose of the leash is not 
to lead him, but to follow. Even a strange 
terrain, if quiet, will be interesting to him. 
You can sit peacefully while he safely in- 
vestigates, but watch that he doesn’t get 
wound around bushes or trees. Actually a cat 





can safely and comfortably travel from coast 
to coast without putting his feet on the 
ground, but when you stop. he will want to 
get out too, thus the leash becomes indis- 
pensable or you may lose him under a tourist 
cabin or into the woods. 

However, when the cat is moved in public, 
among people or traffic he must be carried 
in a covered basket. box or cat traveling 
case. He is safe on the leash as long as he 
is not frightened, but never make the mistake 
of trying to carry a cat in your arms amid 
strange sounds and moving objects. The re- 
sult may be either a lost cat or scratched 
arms, or both. He does not understand that 
you are protecting him and will fight sav- 
agely to get away. Always put him in a 
container. 





While on the road, your cat will settle 
down atiter the first hour or so and sleep most 
of the time, but one word of caution. A sleep- 
ing pussy can wake up unexpectedly and de- 
cide to explore the outside world. Never 
leave the car for a moment with the windows 
down far enough for him to crawl out—and 
it is suprising how small a hole he can 
squeeze through. More cats are lost through 
open windows than any other way. This does 
not mean, however. that the car must be 
shut up tight all the time. An opening of an 
inch or two will allow circulation of air. 
While you are in the car with him the win- 
dows can be put down—just keep an eye on 
him or hold him on your lap to be sure he 
won't suddenly decide on a quick get-away.

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licity. Ordin- 
arily he will not eat much, in fact probably 
nothing at all the first day. Never change 
his diet just before a trip. or during the trip. 
If he is used to popular canned cat food that 
comes in small containers, all you will need 
is a plastic bowl, can opener and fork. A 
thermos bottle is a handy thing to carry milk 
from a restaurant. If food must be kept from 
= to day. keep it in a thermos container 

ith ice to prevent spoiling. Always feed him 
at the end of the day. in the car where 
things are familiar and it is quiet. 


The secret of his bathroom is portability, 
disposability and familiarity. Cats are real 
sticklers for finding their own smell, so take 
along a box with liners and kitty litter or 
paper plates and sand. If he is left quietly in 
the car he will use this regularly, but you'll 
have trouble introducing him to a strange 
pile of dirt on the countryside, unless it is a 
real emergency.

The family dog has been taken along 
on many an excursion, but the cat? Un- 
heard of! Cats aren’t travelers! You 
can’t just put a cat in a car and go any 
where. If you read the lost and found 
you'll agree wholeheartedly with the last 
statement, for hundreds, perhaps even 
thousands of cats are lost yearly while 
traveling. But a cat can be just as good 
a passenger in the family car as a dog 
it’s all a matter of technique and train- 
ing—both cat and owner, and here—step 
by step—is the outline of a proven 


method. 














The cat can spend the night in the car. in 
his carrying case or (management allowing) 
he can be taken into the room with you. If 
you do take him in. you may find he wants to 
play most of the night. so take along a toy 
or two to amuse him. Take along his bath- 
room too. He may need it during the night. 





If the cat is allowed free access of the en- 
tire car when you are away. be very care- 
ful when you — the doors. He may be 
waiting at the door for it to open. He can 
leave in a moment. 





Taking these few precautions, you'll never 
lose your cat on the road. If you take him 
along often he'll be ready for longer trips. 


But like you, once he realizes he's home. 
he'll be glad the trip is over.

TIPS TO THE NOVICE FROM A NOVICE 


Skin Troubles — by Blanche Wolfram 


A cat with skin trouble is no rarity, 
but a person who can d@al effectively 
with it is. There are sO many things 
a cat can contact affecting the skin that 
volumes could be written on the subject, 
but in this present discussion, we'll con- 
fine ourselves to a type of skin trouble 
most prevalent at this time. 

For some years now, breeders have 
seen round blotches, bumps, or a heavy 
dandruff condition develop on their cats. 
The animals do not suffer discomfort 
from this, but it is a condition that is 
in no way desirable to have around. It 
has been diagnosed under various names 
and countless preparations have been 
placed on the market to counteract it, 
but it is simply a fungus of a variety 
that has not been discerned. The inabi- 
lity to isolate it from other types of 
similar fungi has caused great concern 
iii many parts of the cat “world”. 

One need not be ashamed of having 
cats with this trouble, for apparently, it 
is easily transmitted by contact or 
through the air. Some breeders feel that 
it is the result of a lack of fat in the 
regular diet, however, fat is sometimes 
hard for a cat to digest. Whatever the 
cause, it is the remedy that must concern 
us now. 

After much experience with marketed 
preparations, none were felt by this 
writer to have as great an effect on the 
fungus as a time-proven remedy that has 
been known for ages—a dip of Lime- 
Sulphur solution. This solution is best 
obtained in an already mixed condition 
through your local veterinarian. The 
Lime-Sulphur solution is too concentrat- 
ed in its purchased form for immediate 
use. Before the cat is bathed in it, it 
must be mixed with twenty parts of 
water (one pint of Lime-Sulphur to ten 
quarts of water). 

First, bathe the cat with warm water 
and mild soap and rinse. This will as- 
sure good skin contact with the newly 
prepared dip and remove any loose 
scales. It is not necessary to completely 
dry the cat at this step, just remove the 
excess water. Now the animal is ready 
for the warmed Lime-Sulphur rinse. Be 
sure to use a deep container for the 
dipping to insure a good skin soaking, 
but be careful not to dip the head. After 
the cat has been dipped, some of the 
liquid can be massaged on the head and 
spotted on affected parts to complete the 
process. Remove excess solution with 
the hands but do not rub the cat dry. 
Instead, place it in a carrier and put the 
carrier in a warm draft-free place until 
the liquid is dry. Then remove the cat 
and comb it to keep the hair from mat- 
ting. Treatments may be repeated as 
often as necessary, but must be spaced 
at least ten days apart. Usually, two or 
three of these treatments will clear up 
the skin condition. Save the balance of 
the rinse for further use. Just store it in 
a bottle or a jug that can be covered, 
for the sulphur odor is not too pleasant. 

It can be noted here that kittens are 
often subject to the same skin trouble 
that affects older cats. The reader can 
be assured that this treatment is positive- 
ly safe for kittens; however, greater 
caution must be taken with kittens than 
with fully matured cats, giving extra 
care to keeping them warm and out of 
drafts. The solution will not harm them 
but the sudden chill will--see to it that 
they are dried as quickly as possible. The 


preliminary treatment of isolating the 
affected cat or cats and of removing 
bumps and scabs as much as possible 
has been assumed as general knowledee. 

Another thing that has recently found 
a place of importance in a cattery is the 
germicidal lamp. We have found the 
claims for this lamp to be well founded, 
and it can and will give invaluable aid 
in the fight against skin trouble and 
other diseases. However, great care 
must be taken as to the location of this 
lamp in order to protect the eyes of both 
animals and humans. 

Now that summer is upon us again, it 
is necessary that we be concerned with 
keeping our cat quarters especially clean. 
The summer heat always increases the 
possibility of disease--plenty of soap and 
water are certainly in order. No strong 
solutions or tar products should be used 
in cleaning as they are injurious to the 
cats and their skin. Always remove the 
fur that collects in the cage corners. 

Also with this summer season we 
might be mindful that this is “flea-time’”’. 
It has been proven time and again that 
fleas are the carriers of disease to all 
animals so their presence should be kept 
down to a minimum. An effective way 
to rid cats of this pestilence is to use a 
good shampoo or to powder them occa- 
sionally with a product that contains 2% 
Rotenone plus inert ingredients, for, 
while it is effective, it is not harmful to 
the cats. Your vet can aid you in secur- 
ing this. Since cats wash themselves, it 
is important to use a product which is 
not too potent or that will make them 
ill. A good spray can be utilized on the 
floors and walls of the cattery as well as 
the cages themselves to keep the nuis- 
ance of fleas down. There are many 
good preparations on the market that 
can be used for this, of course, always 
with the advice of your local vet. If you 
are unable to get either of the products, 
drop a note to the writer in care of Cars.

Some effective results in retarding shedding have been noticed 
when the amount of light to which cats are subject is reduced. 
lf possible to do so, we would suggest limiting the amount of 
light (either natural or artificial) the cats receive to something 
less than twelve hours a day, but only as a final resort when 
al else has failed.

Recommended highly for cases of hu- 
man “nerves” by the book critic of the 
Newark, N.J. NEWS is Beverly Nichols’ 
latest, Laughter on the Stairs (Dutton, 
$3.75). “Like most artists,” the reviewer 
says, “Nichols admires cats and can hold 
his own in the perennial cats-kill-birds 
controversy. ‘Even the birds, he reminds 
us, are not all saints. Magpies pick out 
the eyes of baby rabbits,’ he says, and 
vultures leave much to be desired by the 
standards of polite society. His own cats, 
incidentally, catch only dragon flies and 
bees, a painful sport but evidently stimu- 
lating to a determined cat.” The book 
purports to treat of other pleasant topics 
besides cats, “Gardens and houses, slow- 
paced action and odd people who are at 
the same time gentle and kind”, other 
“charming and tranquil” subjects guaran- 
teed to slow “the alert mind, the active 
body-and alas, the hasty heart” down to 
a more normal pace. Move over, cats, 
please, we want to share that hammock 
with you this bright June day. 

In New York City, Haber & Fink, a 
photographic store, held what is believed 
to be the first exclusively cat picture 
contest ever held by a local organization. 
First prize went to Miss Joyce R. Wil- 
son, 412 W. 20th St., New York, for her 
pictorially interesting, beautiful, well- 
composed shot of a white Persian look- 
ing wistfully in a windowpane. He seems 
to be looking at the bottle of milk and 
potted plants on a desk inside, asking,

in-the-Zoo Exhibit. When things quiet 
down, Sweetpea will doubtless allow her- 
self and family to be discreetly ferreted 
out. 


A Pittsburgh war bride may not have 
an equally easy time finding her own pet. 
Seems he was left behind when she mar- 
ried a G. I. in Austria, then came to this 
country. Now she misses him so much 
she appeared at the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service to find out means 
of getting him over the briny. The bureau 
said there is no quota law on cats and 
referred her request to the customs office, 
which we hope will do its utmost to help 
one loyal, unforgetting cat owner. 

A posthumous award to a most loyal 
cat mother was given Climber, mother cat 
of Waterbury, Conn., who, having 
climbed a tree to escape marauding tom 
cats made a nest between two branches 
and gave birth to her family there.

This kitten took a 50-foot dive 
from the pole just as firemen were about 
to rescue her. The kitten scampered 
away, we pray, to live. 

We know for certain the saga of 
Tuffy, an aptly named Boy, ended hap- 
pily. But let his owner, Mrs. Donald 
Knight, 5959 Horger, Dearborn, Michi- 
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gan, tell Tuffy’s story. She was finishing 
up the family wash and “Tuffy was be- 
side me when I took out one load and 
put in a chenille rug. He must have 
leaped into the opening when I wasn’t 
looking. He always is exploring new 
places.” Mrs. Knight then went back to 
the kitchen. “I first realized something 
was wrong when I heard a ‘thump’ 
coming at regular intervals from the 
basement. I thought the rug was twisted 
in the dryer. I know now it was poor 
Tuffy being carried around and around 
on the drum and then being dropped to 
the bottom.” After ten minutes of listen- 
ing to the “thump”, Mrs. Knight’s curi- 
osity got the better of her, she went 
down to the dryer and pulled out the 
rug. After it, staggered Tuffy, almost 
literallly roasted alive. After several 
hours of recuperation Tuffy was able to 
sit up and take liver and milk, indicating 
recovery was imminent. 

Mister, cat belonging to Mrs. G. E. 
Mitsche, 1137 E. 1st St., National City, 
Calif. likewise got into an embarrassing 
entanglement. He climbed to the top of a 
40-foot monkey pine tree and because of 
the prickly nature of the tree was unable 
to make his way down. Spines on the 
tree point up. City firemen said insur- 
ance did not cover cat rescues, the Hu- 
mane Society said Mister would come 
down when he got hungry, police offered 
to call the zoo, the city dog catcher 
could not be reached. Mrs. Mitsche called 
a tree surgeon, who with the aid of 
climbing hooks scaled the tree and rescued 
the cold, tired, wet, hungry cat. Mrs. 
Mitsche said: “Ive read about marooned 
cats in the newspapers but never thought 
it would happen to my cat.” 

A beautiful Persian, chosen from 
among hundreds for an appearance in 
the forthcoming film version of “The 
Egyptian” is revealing his fair share of 
temperament. In scenes with actress Bella 
Darvi and Edmund Purdom, the feline 
star purred between takes but as the 
cameras rolled, “blew” his lines by hiss- 
ing at the lovely Miss Darvi. Only stage 
fright. Please have patience with the 
little feline trouper, Director Mike Cur- 
tiz, and all concerned. 


One shelter of note, for those wishing 
to donate a dollar or two in gratitude 
for the pet recovering from that serious 
spring illness, we can positively recom- 
mend. Mrs. L. Maude Erwin, in her 
early eighties, has now over 200 strays 
at her home, 4017 Bonita Mesa Rd., Chula 
Vista, Calif. Mrs. Erwin who for many 
years carried on her work for homeless 
cats alone, now has one helper. Need- 
less to say, we who return each day to 
our own loved, cared-for, pampered pets, 
or who are privileged to be with them all 
day long, needless to say we all owe a 
debt of gratitude to this woman who 
literally has donated more homes to cats 
in the past twenty years of her lifetime 
than most of us will likely be able 
to furnish for all the period of our 
lives. A dollar as we watch our dear pet 
lying in the warm June sunshine, licking, 
washing, relishing it so, making it a joy 
for us just to watch, a dollar perhaps in 
memory of that dearest of all cats which 
will never, in this world, on our earth, 
lie in this sun again, although, yes, on 
some better, brighter world, that dollar 
will carry much love and thought and 
power across the continent to California.
